Dear Mr. Page: 

I'd like to go on record, here and now, as stating that the talk yob. gave 
before the La Habra Heights Improvement Association last night is one of 
the finest and most constructive I have ever heard. And I sincerely mean thatl 

You certainly confirmed the argument I have been making among my friends 
that right now - not in the distant future - is the critical time we are 
being confronted with the choice of war or peace....that right now is the 
time we should be doing something, for in another few months it will be too 
late. By then our die will be cast, whether we realize it or not, and the 
turning back will be almost impossible. 

The trouble with the American people is that we want to keep out oT the war 
but have no clear-cut plan for doing so. The Allies want to get us into the 
war and, through their propaganda bureaus, DO have a clear-cut plan for doing 
so. It's the familiar story of dis organized resistance trying to fight off 
organized attack...and we all know where the odds lie in such a proposition. 

If more of the nation could have the facts presented to them as convincingly 
as you presented them last night I believe enough resistance could be dir¬ 
ected in the right direction to keep us out. But without a definite plan - 
put in operation NOW - we cannot hope to prevail against the terrific pres¬ 
sure that will be brought to bear upon us. 

Your views on the equal guilt among European nations brings to mind my pet 
story which, as an amateur peace "agitator", I find to be quite an effective 
tool. It is credited to Calvin Coolidge, the man who never wasted a word.... 

_ In remarking about the shady "deals" and under-cover double-crosses that 

were constantly honeycombing European politics, Coolidge stated that America 
had no business getting mixed up in them because we never had the most remote 
idea as to what the real issues were and got the worst of the bargain every 
time. He summed it up with this apt analogy — "Don't ever get into a dogfight 
with a bunch of skunks because you just naturally aren't equipped for it!" — 

Which, I think, sums up the present situation pretty well.

Dear Kirby: 

I have been away from the office all the summer and have not beard how 
your physical condition is, therefore, I have been somewhat worried 
about you. 'Te sent you a telegram from the National Methodist Student 
Leadership Training Conference in June at Berea. 

The General Conference of our Church meeting at Birmingham in 1938 auth¬ 
orized a Youth Crusade. We feel that right now the most important issue 
before us is as to how we can keep America out of the European war. To 
do that the American people must understand how we went to war before 
and what sacrifices must be made if we are to keep out this time. At the 
same time we want the youth of our Church to become convinced of the sound¬ 
ness of the Christian pacifist point of view. 

One of the steps in carrying out the above is to publish as attractive 
a pamphlet as possible to be sold for ten or fifteen cents, written for 
young people, with carefully prepared illustrations (either like the 
Pictorial statistics or in some other form). We feel that this pamphlet 
(say about fifteen thousand words, on the order of the Headline Books) 
should do at least three or four things, including the following: 

1. Help young people to understand the Versailles Treaty and its effect 
on Germany and its responsibility for Hitler coming into power. 

2. Help youth to see how France, Great Britain and Poland (for example, 
disregarding the plebiscite that would have given Upper Silesia to Ger¬ 
many in 1921) have violated provisions of the Versailles Treaty, even 

as Germany did. 

3. Graphically to show how American went to war before by trading in 
war supplies, etc. 

4. To help youth to see that we are in danger of passing a moral judg¬ 
ment dividing the combatants into bad and good, so that it would be easy 
to persuade us that we would be doing God a service to fight for Britain. 

5. To see that supplying the war needs of Britain and France is in reality 
a way of entering the war now and a way which will doubtless lead to the 
sending of our troops to Europe.

ourselves. W e should certainly include an argument for the individual to 
make his decision upon the basis of Christian principles. 

I write now, unofficially, to ask if you would be in a position to drop 
other things and prepare this manuscript for us. .It should be very factual 
and written on a level for young people who have not had the advantage of 
college. If you could write it, how long do you suppose it would take to 
deliver us the manuscript and about what would you feel we should pay you 
for your services? 

I would appreciate it if yofl. would let me know by return Air Mail your re¬ 
action to the above. 

May I take this opportunity of expressing to you again my personal indebt¬ 
edness to you for what I feel is a Christian understanding of war and a 
Christian commitment to the ways of peace. I trust your health is better 
and I shall look forward to hearing from you soon.

There is 
no definite way of determining the exact number, but medical authorities 
point out that starving persons rarly die from starvation and that 
the 20 who did so in New York constitute an unheard-of record."

Possibly only one in a 
hundred dying of starvation, reaches the end from that condition 
before a swifter cause of death sets in, caused primarily bjr weakened 
consti tution.

We are Intensely busy and beginning, I believe, 
to get some results. One of the things that moat 
needs doing now Is the organizing of an Educa¬ 
tional Committee to keep driving away on the 
menace of conscription both to democracy and to 
religious freedom, and I am trying to get the 
Committee on Militarism to use its battered sword 
In behalf of this new aspect of the menace of com¬ 
pulsion, but If they won't do It T hope we can or¬ 
ganize another general committee and raise some 
money for such purpose, 'p^^anscrlptlon becomes 
a national issue It will be toe late to do any 
educating about It. This, of course, should not 
be a substitute for our efforts to retain the 
arms embargo and to fight on the other fronts for 
peace, but cm the other hand If we don't do any¬ 
thing about conscription nobody else will. 

The main job just new of course is getting our 
hundred pacifist conferences under way* I sin¬ 
cerely hope that you will take the idea up every 
place you go and get people committed to going 
back and doing a missionary job In their own com¬ 
munities by holding pacifist meeting and organiz¬ 
ing pacifist groups* I am starting out this week 
on a circuit of about fifteen such regional 
meetings*

Dear Kirby: 

Thank you for your note of September 22 enclosing a 
copy of your telegrams to Jerry Voorhis and Senator Nye. 

We agree with your position. 

The crucial issue is, however, the arms embargo, which 
has become the symbol of whether or not we go into the war. 
You would be shocked if you were to talk with newspapermen 
here or with subordinates in the various government depart¬ 
ments. They seem to have been thoroughly propagandized 
with the theory that our entrance into this war is inevitable 
within six months. I am told that Secretary Woodring is 
the only member of the Cabinet who is standing out against 
this propaganda and definitely opposing our involvement. 

This seems to be the main reason why the Administration is 
trying to get rid of him—but in vain so far. 


I enclose sample copies of our latest pamphlets and 
mimeographed material which may be useful to you in your speeches. We have 
made the Lindbergh speech complete propaganda in itself by putting on the 
inside and outside covers the instructions we wanted to convey. Tell your 
audiences to order in quantity. The meetings you are going to address 
might like to order in advance. They can have the Lindbergh speech at a 
penny a copy, plus postage. We will give them the same price on Mrs. 
Boeckel 1 s pamphlet on neutrality in quantity. Send us the names of the 
people responsible for your meetings and we will send them sanples to order 
from. 


We have been swamped with the demands upon us, but 
are beinning to catch up with our orders. 

It should be added that, to counterbalance the 
Administration acceptance of our involvement in the war, the Senate Peace 
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Bloc is absolutely confident that it will win this fight assuming that 
the public continues to give support such as is pouring in now. The most 
convincing evidence is the stream of simple, spontaneous letters, diort 
and to the point. 


Several newspapermen have been on Capitol Hill ana¬ 
lyzing the mail of this senator or that senator and have been mightily 
impressed by the sincerity and spontaneity of the greater part of the 
letters. A member of the Kiplinger staff told me last week that he 
estimated that about half of the mail to one Senator Caifie as the'result 
of Father Coughlin*s radio address and half as the result of the work of 
our Bloc of organizations. 

Did you see the position taken ■unanimously by the 
Methodist World Peace Commission? If not, send to Charles Boss at 740 
Rush Street, Chicago, for a copy and advertise it everywhere. The churches 
must not be permitted to take us into the war again.

"Sukkos" to 
Be Observed 
By Hebrews 

“Sukkos,” the Feast of the Taber¬ 
nacles, Jewish harvest festival, will 
open this evening, the 15th day of 
the seventh month of the Jewish cal¬ 
endar. 

It will recall throughout the turbu¬ 
lent world the democratic principles 
inherent in Judaism and in Jewish 
tradition. 

Regarding this Feast, the Tract 
Commission of the Central Conference 
oi American Rabbis and Union of 
American Hebrew Congregations, says: 

“In America, the custom of build¬ 
ing booths of frame covered with 
leaves and twigs, outside of the home 
and the synagogue, will obtain as 
usual. These booths built alike for 
rich and poor, are symbolic of the 
equality of mankind. Humanity is 
one, and every human being a child 
of God. 

“Man’s responsibility for his fellow- 
men is implicit in the festal custom. 
Children bring fruits and produce of 
the earth into the synagogue. After 
the services, the offerings are distri¬ 
buted to those in need to make the 
day a time of thanksgiving for all. 

“To those in warring countries the 
observance of the feast may be cur¬ 
tailed this year, but the message of 
thanksgiving for the gifts of God find 
the reminder of the brotherhood of 
man will remain. 

"Originally a harvest festival, Suk¬ 
kos has become a celebration honor¬ 
ing the spiritual fruits In the field of 
life. Observed for eight days by Re¬ 
form Jewry, it Is a nine day festival 
for the Orthodox and conservative. 
The first and last days are holydays 
marked by special services while the 
days between are semi-holy days, 

“In accordance with an old Injunc¬ 
tion (in Leviticus KXIH-3G) to luke 
“the fruit of the eoodly tree, the 
branches of palm trees, Hie boughs 
oi thick leaved trees and willows of 
the brook and rejoico before the 
Lord, 11 branches of palm leaves, the 
(citron) i the myrtle and the willow 
are still used in the service as symlwls 
of thanksgiving for the year’s harvest.

Dae Chicago Ministerial Federation on last Monday 
took action to support and strengthen the present neutrality 
legislation by a vote of 210 to 37. I had not anticipated 
so overwhelming a support for the political proposals 
implied in our whole Christian pacifist position. 

Well, we will carry on. It is a great inspiration, 
Kirby, that for over twenty years now you have held so 
steadily to your course and helped keep a ligjit burning 
which is so greatly needed in these days of confusion 
and darkless. But, our work has not been in vain, Hie 
results of the educational work, conferences and seminars, 
literature, et cetera, is becoming evident en every hand 
and we are in a much better position to oppose our involve¬ 
ment in war than we were twenty years ago.

Page listed as significant omis¬ 
sions from the present draft of the 
bill the lack of a rigid embargo on 
sale of war supplies, lack of a quota 
maintain! other at P eac ; e yme 
averages, and lack of restrictions to 
place war time trade and travel on 
Individual responsibility. 

“The most tremendous war 
boom imaginable” will result from 
passage °f the bill In its present 
form, Page said. Such a boom will 
“dislocate our normal production 
processes and in the end bring de- 
straction and panic/* he asserted. 
Only a strong will and determine- 
lion to remain aloof will then keep 


the United States • from being I 

drawn into war, he declared* 

Page also felt that United States 
participation in war would possibly 
mean the end of democracy here. 
War Department plans already 
written, he said, provide for a dic¬ 
tatorship to cope with emergencies 
and crises certain to arise. Tills 
dictatorship would end only "when 
the dictator says so/ 1 Page said* 

His plan for keeping America 
out of armed conflict included re¬ 
duction of “provocative incidents/' 
reduction of war trade, keeping 
American vessels unarmed and out 
of combat '/ones and keeping 
American citizens off belligerent 
vessels. 

“America should stay out of war 
because our resources ‘ and energies 
will be needed to reconstruct dev¬ 
astated European civilization/' Page 
stated

His 
books have been translated into French, 


German, Russian, Swedish, Danish, Dutch, 
Bulgarian, Spanish, Chinese, Japanese, and 
published in England and India. For eight 
years he was Editor of The World Tomor¬ 
row, and he is now a Contributing Editor 
of The Christian Century. 

Mr. Page has crossed the ocean 20 times 
and has interviewed outstanding leaders 
in some 35 countries of the earth. 

He has spoken at some 300 colleges and 
universities in all parts of the United 
States and in foreign lands, and has ad¬ 
dressed numerous clubs, conferences, and 
conventions.

Dear Folks: 

This is the first time since our letter of October 8 th that there has been time 
to think about writing. There have been so many patients both in the hospitals and 
in the O.P*D. that we have been hard pressed to take care of them. Then on top of 
that I have been trying to catch up with what has been going on in the year that we 
were gone. The struggle to keep medical standards of which w© may be proud is no 
easier under present conditions, but we keep on trying. 

There are some, interesting "oases" in the hospital,-not to mention some interest- 
ing people. Perhaps I shall send you a picture of our most recent Caesarian case, 
together with her baby (twelfth child, but one of only three still living) and her - 
well, what do you oall your husband's other wife? 

Our current cataract patient illustrates well the advantage of our present sys¬ 
tem of pre-operative training. In order to be sure that he understands what we mean 
by absolute rest, we give him a taste of it before the operation, when a mistake 
doesn't cost him his eye* His first twelve hours convinoed him that he couldn't 
possibly stand it any more, but, faced with the choice between that and blindness, he 
decided to try again. He has.behaved perfectly since the operation, and if it isn't 
a success (which it apparently will be) it woivt be his fault. 

The other day in the out-patient clinic I noticed that a man who was reporting 
faithfully for dressings for a minor wound on his leg also had a growth on both eyes 
which may eventually make him blind. I spoke to him about them, and suggested that 
he have them off while it was anaeasy thing to do. His answer was, "Let's get the 
leg fixed up, and then we'll see." 

We had a meeting of our Board of Managers this week, for the first time in near¬ 
ly two years. The present Board represents a step backward in that it is composed 
of more Amerioans than Chinese and has no representatives from the community outside 
of the local church organization, but I suppose such steps are inevitable for the 
moment. 

We haven't yet gotten used to not having electricity, and to all that goes with 
it, especially when coal oil is almost out of sight. We are hoping that before long 
it will be possible to get the generator that will make it possible at least to run 
the X-Ray and the sun lamp. 

The Meyers will be leaving us soon, and we will miss them very much. Their 
three girls have been good playmates for Ruth and Lyman in spite of considerable 
difference in age. .We are glad to have in their places the Irwins, a bride and 
groom, but already veterans of several years' service in China, and Frances Cade, who 
together are working in the local Ming Hsien. 

We are all in the best of health. Lyman proved a bit young for cooperation in 
a kindergarten where the language was strange, but Ruth is attending, and is already 
picking up a phrase or two. My own Chinese is a bit rusty, but it is fun to try to 
get it oiled up again. 

We have had no mail from America for two weeks, but most things seem to get here 
sooner or later, and we hope you will keep on writing.

Bach evening London and the towns of the Continent in the complete blackout were 

cities of dreadful night. The treasures were being taken from the cathedrals,

galleries, and museiitts to rescue ell that might be saved of the threatened values 
of our civilization. 

Later, after his conquest of Poland, over the radio Z heard Hitler make his 
vague offer of "peace" to the Reichstag. Hod this been made by any other than the 
Perjurer of Prague, the whole world would have eagerly * elcomed it. But the author 
Of Mein Kampf . who says ho will eoxx)ra too world by his "shining Bword" and by "the 
most insolent of lies", could no longer be trusted. The Nazi regime has constantly 
talked peace while it has consistently used violence, terror, falsehood and robbery 
to maintain its rule which now menaces civilization. 

Given Hitler, when his bogus peace offer was not accepted, and when ho would 
not negotiate concerning Poland or Czechoslovakia, there must inevitably begin "the 
war of frightfulness", whioh ho has threatened. In the slow, exhausting war of 
attrition before us, thers will probably be almost a deadlock between the impregnable 
Magimot and Siegfried Lines, followed by toe violation of neutral countries and 
swift destruction from toe air of largo portions of the cities from London to Edin- 
burgh, from Paris to Lyons, and from the Ruhr andLSaar to Berlin and Mi ail eh, with a 









final costly victory for the superior resources of the democracies 


TMe-ie - ro t simply—*aet h e- r - w o rld-war . Personally, Z believe that we are now . 
in the beginning of the greatest crisis, not only of modern times, but of Oil history* 
We are entering a period of wars and revolutions and are on the eve of vast world 
changes* Why are Britain and France now making their last stand, with thsir backs 
to the wall, fighting for their very existence, and for a civilisation of free men? 
The situation cannot possibly be understood unless it is seen in perspective against 
the eight milestones of tho advance of trivnphant military fascism and the disastrous 
retreat of the democracies during the last eight years in Manchuria, Ethiopia, the 
Rhineland, Spain, China, Austria, Chechoslovakia, and, as the eighth, the almost 
simultaneous attack of Hitler and M-ussolini upon Memel and Albania* Poland was the 
ninth in the series* Hitler is determined that Britain and France shall be the tenth 
In the list of victims* 

The aggressive advance of the fascist, military powers began in Mvkden, 

Manchuria, on September 18, 1931*,,when I happened to be present* As tha result of 
a long-laid military plot, the Japanese captured five cities and tors the three 
northeastern provinces from China* Had Britain and America then stood together in 
demanding Japan* s fulfillment of her treaties she ,no uld\prob£tly)have left Sfknchuria 
in a few weeks, but Sir John Simon and the Tories of Britain thought It would be more 
profitable to deal with a strong Japan than^a weak China. 81mon made no protest 
against Japan* s breaking the Covenant of the League, the Pact of Paris and the 
Washington Bine Power Treaty, apparently blind to tho danger that this might In the 
end wreck the whole system of treaties which undergird our civilization* 


Seeing Japan*s success and the failure of the Impotent League, Mussolini was 
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BOV emboldened to invade Abyssinia, a slotor taerabor of the League, where he eilso 
was victorious and the League was further weakened. On March 7, 1936, Hitler 
denounced the Treaties ef Versailles and Looarno and marched his troops into the 
Rhineland. He had already repudiated the clauses of Versailles which United 
the else of the German army to 100,000 and began to build a war machine that was 
oooa to amber over 3,000,000. Shortly after Hitler began to construct the Siegfried 
Lino, ho gave warning that he was arming "might and day* and recently announced 


thatjjtjT had al ready spentj^ in spite of Germany 1 ■ poverty ,^$22,500,000,000 la re¬ 
armament. 


Xn July 1936, after a long-laid plot between Franco, Muosolini and Hitler, 

Franco and his generals led a rebellion against the democratically-elected Republican 
Government of Spain. The Tories of Britain favored the fascist rebels until the 
democratic Republic fell, leaving the fascist powers la control of further strategic 
centers in the Mediterranean, the northern border of Spain, and threatening 
Britain*s life-line to India and the Colonies, with Hitler’s guns surrounding 
Gibraltar. 


Encouraged by the success of these four fascist advances, Japan, la July, 1937, 
invaded China and captured the eastern half of the country, including nearly all the 
principal cities. Two years of the most barbarous warfare known in modern times 
witnessed ths wholesale slaughter of non-combatant men, the systematic violatioa of 
women, and the forcing ef opium and drugs upen^helpless Chinese, for the profit of 
Japan and the demoralization of China. Meanwhile America,for sordid profit,shame¬ 
lessly supplied the bulk of the ell for Japan's airplanes, metals for shells, and 
trucks to moblllze^her army to enable Japan to conquer China, regardless of her 
century-long protestations as China's best friend. 
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Encouraged by these five advances of the axis powers, Hitler, In March, 1938, 
breaking recently made promises, invaded Austria, annexed it by force and began a 
brutal totalitarian regime* Then same the Munich crisis in September, 1938.

France threatened te break her solemn treaty with Chechoslovakia, and together 
with Britain, abandoned to Its fate Czechoslovakia) -the last democracy east of the 
Rhine* 

Hr* Chamber lain was st lamed when Hitler marched into Prague on March 15, 1938. 

This was the Fuhr«r*s final perj\zy when he broke all his promises and gimkrarrtees 
and took all that remained of Czechoslovakia* Mr* Hina ton Churchill said* "Unbear¬ 
able pressure ./as brought by France and Great Britain upon the Czechoslovak Government" 
which eventually meant "the ruin of Czechoslovakia, the collapse of the Little 
Entente, the defection of Poland and, finally, the possible departure of Russia from 
the European system before exultant Nazidom." 

Following the deadlock of mutual suspicion and the breakdown of the Brltish- 
Russian agreement, the face of events was radically changed by the announcement of 
the German-Soviet Pact* We do not even yet know all of its Implications. At first 
sight Hitler gained the end of encirclement, the neutrality of Russia by appeasement 
so that Germany need only fight on the single western front, and also the empty 
verbal threat which Hitler could use that Russia might back him in demanding peace 
and in future possible cooperation* It is strange that he seemed to forget his pre¬ 
monition while writing Mein Kampf that a Russo-German Fact might mean the end of Hazi 
Germanyi "The conclusion of a treaty with Russia embodies the declaration ef the 
next war. Its outcome would be the end ef Germany." — Mein Kampf . p. 959, Reynal & 
Hitchcock, publishers.

Though Stalin lost something in moral confidence and prestige and did not ful¬ 
fill his earlier promise to countries fighting for their independence Poland, 
it must nevertheless be recognised that Marx, Lenin, and Stalin have been prevailingly 
consistent on three principlesi Their economic interpretation of history/ the 
necessity of a dictatorship of the proletariat, temporary however long, and the lauoeh- 
ing of the world revolution at the psychological moment in each country* 


Europe is now at war! mill ions are suffering, men are dying, ma^y are losing 
ell they possess* Pacing this world war and world crisis, what now is the duty of 
the Individual and of the nation? The guide to Christian cool not is experience 
interpreted by reason, in the application ef - the principle of love# All through 
history there are two types of minds, Idealists and realists. The attitude which 
xm reader will eventually tax® ^will depend upon whether he approaches the question 
from a personal ®r a social standpoint^ whether he Is an absolutist or & relativist 
la his philosophy, whether he is primarily an idealist or a realist, and whether in 
his ethics he is a perfectionist or a pragmatist* A very few men, like Gairihi in 
India, are both idealists and realists. I believe that some are called to this high 
vocation, to be the sacrificial saviors of society, to trouble the conscience of the 
rest of mankind. But the majority will feel that thay must take the position of 
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self-defense rather than of absolute pacifism* War which is a boundless evil would 
seem to bo wrong for the Christian except in the avoidance of a yet greater evil 
such as Hitler * a slave state* Can the Christian, however, rightly aay in advance 
that all war is wrong for all men? Ho must ask, shat is right for mo and for ay 
country in the prosont world orlsis? 

When the present war broke out in Europe most of us believed that we should 
Immediately modify the neutrality Law, lift the embargo on arms and supply the needs 
of the democracies, as Soviet Russia was already under treaty obligations to supply 
Germany* Others believed that it was the duty of America not only to protect Itself 
but the democracies in Europe if they were seriously threatened, and that Isolation 
and selfishness were no more national than they were individual virtues* It in to 
be hoped that at least America will not make her decision on a basin of Pharisaic 
self-righteous uperiority, for no such moral ii^periority exists in our materialistic 
country* 

There Is no question that the majority of people In America at present are 
deeply averse to the entrance of our country Into the war* We should not later be 
swept Into war blindly by emotional propaganda or beoauae of the sicking of a few of 
our ships if we are completely callous to the woes and inj ustices of tens of m i l l i o ns 
4 b Europe end Asia, which ere a hundredfold greater than we will ever Buffer* it 
would seem to me that two very stringent conditions would have to be fulfilled to 
J ratify America 1 a final entrance into the wmri Relatively, that democracy and 
civilization were seriously endangered and likely to bo defeated without American 
participation. Positively, that the Allies should specific; 1 ly declare their war 
alms and peace terms in a way that they have not done and that those should not be 
merely to overthrow the Nazi regime, or the old hollow shibboleths of the last war 
in now dress* We should rsquire a firm guarantee that we^were not„fighting merely 
for another more vindictive Versailles, with its accompany lng secret treaties and 
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imperiallst division of the spoils. We should demand a guarantee also that there 
would ho a peace settlement based on justies that could furnish a stable foundation • 
for building a socialized planned economy for a new world. That would imply a 
world organised for peace where there could ho no place for further irresponsible 
national sovereignty in Europe, aver producing fresh Hitlers and gangsters arming 
far war and preferring a world holocaust when they were "fifty rather than fifty-five 
or sixty", as Hitler said to the British Ambassador to Germany. 

There should ho an Ideological basis for the new world In a declaration of the 
Rights of Man, or a world's Magna Carta. This would hare to provide for the abolition 
of war by a World Commonwealth basod on the principles of justice, democracy, racial 
equality, civil liberties, social security, minimise living standards, etc. etc* 

Under whatever name there should be an official international Cabinet in place of 
the Council of the League, requiring^ not a cast-iron rule of unanimity but the vote 
of a two-thirds majority. Colonies should bo placed under international supervision, 
with an International Colonial Service, for the benefit of the peoples themselves, 
not of the profiteer!^. Imperialistic overlords. Learning from the tragic mistakes 
of the past, the eld League of Nations should be either completely revised and reformed 
or loft like a vestigial survival to its minor cultural tasks, like the former, 
onoe-useful panels of the old Hague Court, 


Ai^r unwillingness of the Allies to guarantee such terms would be a sure indica¬ 
tion that thoy did not really need our assistance for genuine democratic ends. We 
should certainly not plunge into war again on the impulse of blind passion only to 
have leaders like Lord Snowden say that the world would have been better off If 
America had not come in te-m&ke possible an overwhelming victory and a monstrous 

Versailles Treaty. Probably the present Tory leadership of Britain symbolised by 

„ ArA\,/v 

Mr. Chamberlain^ that,- in the judgment of most liberals In Britain and America, has 
already betrayed Czechoslovakia, Spain and th# possibility of a British-French- 









Russian pact, would ba quite Incapable of either guaranteeing or even understanding 
such a settlement. 

As Z face the future, whether in war or In peaee, as a Christian I am an op¬ 
timist. Professor John Maemurray In his Clue to History maintains that the present 
world war and crisis is no ground for discouragement! "* nation shall rise against 
nation* * . But when those things begin to cone to pass, lift up your headsj for 
yow redemption draweth nigh.' In other words, to take the Collapse of a civilize-

tion as proof that things are going badly is to misunderstand the process of history 
It is a sign that things are going according to schedule." 

Though the war will prevent a European Seminar, we hope to have an American 
Seminar in Washington, April 22 to 26, and in New York, April 27 to May 3* Instead 
of the pilgrimage to Europe we hope to have a Mexican Seminar this summer* Notices 
of both will bo sent in due time to any who are interested.

|. Listen to a true prophet who spoke 
concerning the nature of our economic 
system over 85 years ago: "Brethren, 
that which is built on selfishness must 
be shivered into atoms. Therefore, w e 
who have observed the ways of God in 
the past, are waiting in quiet but 
awful expectation until He shall con¬ 
found this system as He has confounded 
those which have gone before. And it 
may be effected by convulsions more 
terrible and. more bloody than the w o rid 
has yet seen. While men are talking of 
r - and of the great progress of 
civilization, there is hoard in the dis¬ 
tance the noise of armies gathering rank 
on rank; oast and west, north and south 
are rolling towards us the crushing 
thunders of universal war".

of the "Christian world". The very 
heart of traditional Protestant Christ¬ 
ianity is being eaten out. 

What kind of answer do we have to 
such considerations?

It is being published by seven 
peaoe agencies: American Friends Service-Committee, Fellowship of Re¬ 
conciliation, General Conference Commission on World Peace of the Meth¬ 
odist Church, Keep America Out of War Congress, National Council for 
Prevention of War, War Resisters’ League, Women’s International League 
for Peac 6 and Freedom. 

Dr. Elmer Fridell, president of the Northern Baptist Conven¬ 
tion, is sending copies to all Northern Baptist members throughout the 
country with the suggestion that they take a consignment of one hundred 
copies. The plan is to have them sell thirty-four copies at the retail 
price of fifteen cents and thus provide the five dollar cost of one 
hundred copies. 

Could you possibly take the responsibility for sending copies 
of the pamphlet to all Southern Presbyterian ministers? The coat of the 
pamphlet with a processed letter and all mailing costs would total about 
seven cents each; that is, five thousand copies could be sent for about 
$350.00. 


If you prefer to have the envelopes addressed at headquarters 
and sent to me at La Habra for filling and mailing, this would cost you 
less than to have the oopies sent to headquarters and mailed from there. 

Speed is an urgent requirement and I hope that you will find 
it practicable to have tho envelopes addressed promptly in order that 
the mailing may go forward rapidly. 

You will know the kind of a letter that should be sent to all 
the ministers with the suggestion that they take a consignment, with 
no cash in advance and with the privilege of returning unsold copies! 

If absolutely necessary, I will assume responsibility for 
obtaining half the sum required. I ought not to do this unless it is 
essential in order to carry the project through. I will be extremely 
grateful if you will let me know promptly what you think can be done.

Dear Dr. Page:- . 

I am interested in your article in the current 

Christiann Century because, in trying to be a Christian, I find 
myself frequently in a quanfla^y. 

I am 63 years old and 15 years ago was obliged to give up 
a position (clerical) because of failing eyesight. 

I am the owner of about 1 % of the stock of a company engaged 
in a profitable mining venture on an island of the sea which is 
under the sovreignty of a foreign government. The enterprise was 

started in 1912. The property had been worked by the Romans and 
Phoenicians, but not since their day. During the war when 

operations ceased almost entirely because of inability to ^secure 

supplies, some of the larger stockholders put up their own money and 

hired men to do archaeological work in order to keep them and their 
families from starving. (The island is not self contained and has to 
import foodstuffs). 

It was nearly 25 years after work was started before the 
stockholders got a cent of income out of the enterprise. Meantime 
they had expended millions of dollars and given emplpyment to 
thousands of men and women over a long period of years. 

But here is the real crux of the matter. The product of 
the mine (copper) is now being sold to Germany. What use do 

they make of it. I DONT KNOW - I can only surmise. 

The income from this stock means my bread and butter. My 

holdings are so small that I could have little or no influence in 
the affairs of the Company. I have reason to believe that the 

officials are actuated by a sense of responsibility for the well 

being of their employees and that they have provided adequate housing 
facilities, etc, but I do not know what scale of wages they pay and 
if 1 did, I could hardly do anything about it. 

What is my responsibility ? I have often asked myself 

this question but so far I find no satisfactory answer. I 

worked for the concern in its early days when there was a very large 

question as to whether or not it would ever prove a success. I 

never put a cent into the enterprise but those who did, took very 
long chances of ever seeing their money again. Now they have 
succeeded and the enterprise is paying well and even tho it is 
located on foreign soil, the U. 3. Govt, receives yearly a very 
large income from the corporation in taxes. 

How much in the way of profits are the original pioneers 
entitled to, in view of the large amounts they put into the property 
before they knew whether or not it was to be a success ? 

I could ask a couple of pages more of questions, but I 
forbear. My friends, good Christian men, say "You cant follow 

the product to see what becomes of it; take the lOney ano. forget it • 
I give away a considerable amount (over 10% of my income) 
to what seem to me worthy causes, not to salve my conscience but 
because I esteem it a privilege and consider myself a steward; but 
what should be my attitude as a stockholder and beneficiary of the 
labor of others 8,0 *0 or 10,000 miles away ? It is a problem.

“Hitler is the cause of this war, 
hut I suspect the allies ar* re¬ 
sponsible for having caused Hitler. 
This is a war of aggressors versus 
oppressors, a matter of one au¬ 
tocracy attempting to suppress 
another, If we could get all the 
saints on one side and the sinners 
on the other, the United States 
would help the saints,” Page said.

“If this is a long war, nations 
will become bankrupt.

ers travel at their own risk, 

Need of Action 

Page’s first point was the need 
for Americans to act and think 
on the question of their country® 
neutrality. In a requested show 
of hands* seven members of the 
audience admitted they had writ¬ 
ten to President Roosevelt on the 
neutrality question; 40 said they 
had dispatched letter to theh 
senators, and many more to their 
congressmen. 

“When you say 'I don't know 
enough about this question' you T re 
saying you don’t care whether we 
get Into war or not,” Page de¬ 
clared. 

“Who’ll do the fighting? Not 
the president, senators or congress¬ 
men, but you,”

My dear Kirbys 


You asked me what message I am giving now. It is hard to 
state it in brief terms. I have been preparing a rough draft of a report letter 
but have been waiting to send this out until I learned what part Russia was going 
to play and whether or not Hitler began his threatened war of frightfulness or 
blood bath, which was to be the worst the world had ever known, and whether he was 
going to bomb the cities of England and France. I enclose a tentative rough draft 
which I sent out for criticism in which you will see the general drift of my own 
thinking. I spent three days in Washington meeting Senators on both sides of the 
embargo issue. They were equally honest and earnest. I agreed with the majority 
that there would be far greater danger of our being drawn into the war if we re¬ 
fused to sell arms to the Allies to defend themselves while Russia was supplying 
the needs of Germany. 


I am glad to find an almost universal sentiment in this 
country against our going into the war, but if Hitler should begin the war of 
frightfulness and if we should have a dozen incidents like the ATHENIA with American 
citizens on board, THE CITY OF FLINT, and other American ships, and if on the radio 
every night vre heard the reports of our American commentators in London and Paris 
literally punctuated by bursting bombs destroying those cities where so many of 
our friends were, I fear it would do something to the American people and that then 
they might with blind passion or propaganda again be swept with the war fever and 
want to go into the war blindly. I would favor not going in at such a time unless 
we had guarantees from the governments of Britain and France as to a just peace 
which might afford foundations for the building of a world organized for peace, 
including a United States of Europe and a regional organization of the west hemis¬ 
phere as parts of a cooperative world commonwealth. I do not believe that Mr. 
Chamberlain or the Tories of Britain could or would guarantee this or that they 
could even conceive of what we were talking about or want us at the peace conference. 
In that case I would not come into the war. But I fear there is danger of our 
going in blindly again with no guarantees. I am almost as much afraid of the peace 
as I am of the war. I wish I could talk with you instead of writing,

As a matter of fact, 1-7/10% of the men drafted in Great Britain 
recently registered as conscientious objectors. That would mean about 85,000 if 
Britain had an army of five million as in the last war. Britain and America are 
the only countries that have enjoyed the luxury of the high ideal of pacifism be¬ 
cause they were free and hitherto supposedly safe. Andre Philippe, lawyer for the 
pacifists of France, told us this summer that he only knew of five six pacifists 
in the whole of France. I estimate that^-^f^ety— ni-ne out of every Mjho/w- Christians 
in France and Germany, in Japan or China, decided it was their Christian duty to 
defend their country if it was attacked, and that only England and America have pro¬ 
duced pacifists in large numbers. If so, geography enters as a factor in the de¬ 
cision of many. It is hopeless to discuss this at such a distance. I wish we 
could talk it over, you and Reinie and I, but if we talked for an hour or a year 
I am quite sure that we should come out at the end^poles apart. You are an 
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absolutist and Reinie and I are not and never can be again. I believe personally 
that both the absolutist and the relativist, realist or pragmatist, who feels he 
must defend his country if it is attacked, are right, but I recognize that that 
does not and never can com e fro fit into your rigid absolutist framework.
